Tie-In With NATO 


To Decide Timing

COCOA BEACH, Fla., Dec. 15. 
All the signs—and in the nature 
of the situation here, they re- 
main unofficial signs—are that 
the expected test firing of an- 
other Atlas, America’s interna- 
tional ballistic missile, will take 
place between tomorrow and 
Thursday. 


This evening the Red canvas 
warning bal ldid not hang from 
the top of its pole at the very 
tip of Cape Canaveral. Outside 
the restricted grounds of the Air 
Force missile test center itself, 
that is the only clear sign that 
a test is in progress. 


TANGIBLE WARNING 


But although the presence of 
the ball is a tangible warning to 
fishing or pleasure craft to stay 
beyond five miles of the cape, 
the ball’s absence does not mean 
that the preliminaries of a 
launching have not started. 


A circumstance 3,000 miles 

away is generally believed here 
to have a strong bearing on the 
timing of the third non-static 
test of the Atlas. The mighty 
rocket failed in June and again 
in September, being destroyed by 
the range safety officer in full 
view of thousands. 
“The distant circumstance is 
President Eisenhower's presence 
in Paris and the imminence of 
opening of the three-day NATO 
conference. 


Everyone in anyway connected 
with the missile program here 
recognizes that nothing could give 
United States prestige a better— 
and more needed—boost than the 
successful firing of an ICBM. 

There is even evidence that an 
| Atlas was ready for firing late 
last week, but was kept in its 


‘stand so as to have the firing 


coincide with the NATO meeting. 
PERSONNEL INFLUX 


Early last week there was a 
heavy influx of personnel from 
the San Diego plant of Convair- 
Astronautics, prime contractor 
on the missile. There were also 
two static tests—in which the 
rockel engines are tested while it 
is tied (more accurately, barred) 
down. 

After the static tests, two Atlas 
missiles visibly remained within 
their giant gantry cranes rimming 
the north side of the cape. 

Shortly before launching, the 
gantry is “retired” on rails, and 
the missile shows naked and ex- 
posed on its pad, or stand.

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University Facing 
A Mounting Load 


A recently completed study by 27 
consultants from leading colleges shows 
the direction in which the University of 
Georgia is heading and some of the requi- 
sites for getting there. 

Stemming from a project begun by 15 
alumni committees, the study was con- 
ducted under the leadership of Dr. A. J. 
Brumbaugh of the Southern Regional 
Educational Board. The finished product 
is comprehensive and realistic. 

The report states that the university 
must be prepared to enroll 66 per cent 
more students by 1965 and that the num- 
ber of students in off-campus centers and 
extension classes will be double the pres- 
ent 4,000. | 


The study shows great concern over 
the faculty situation, present and future. 
It estimates a shortage of 35,000 to 40,- 
000 faculty members in the South eight 
years from now. Emphasis is placed on 
the fact that salaries at the university are 
far below those of other state universities 
in the nation. Unless substantial increases 
are made the institution stands to lose a 
large share of its best teachers to other 
educational centers or to industry. 


One of the many other noteworthy 
points hammered home in the findings is 
that costs to students must be held to a 
minimum so that the largest possible 
number of capable young people may 
avail themselves of a college education. 

The study group believes the state 
should have no trouble financing needed 
facilities and salary increases due to an- 
ticipated rises in per capita personal in- 
come and in state tax revenues in the 
years ahead. 

Whether or not the state’s income will 
increase one-third by 1965 as the report 
predicts, of course, remains to be seen. But 
there is no escaping the fact that total 
costs for education at all levels will 
continue to mount and the state will have 
to meet its obligations in this field regard- 
less of the difficulty involved.

Toombs Begins Move 
To Improve Its Schools 


Toombs County is another Georgia 
area looking to a change in the method 
of choosing its school board and school 
superintendent. 

The grand jury in Toombs has recom- 
mended election of the board by the peo- 
ple, rather than by the jury, and appoint- 
ment of the superintendent by the board. 

The objective is better school ad- 
ministration by removing the superin- 
tendency as far as possible from politics 
and by filling the positiqgn with a trained 
educator. 

We insist on properly licensed doctors 
to administer to our children’s health and 
professional dentists to look after their 
teeth. 

Surely, it is logical to require that 
the chief school administrator in a system 
be a man trained in the business of run- 
ning schools. 

Some counties have already taken 
the step through the Legislature needed 
to bring this about. The grand jurors in 
Toombs say they want to get their county 
in that column. 

We wish them well. 


Fluoridation Spreading 
To Many More Cities 


Year end is a time for inventory. It 
seems timely then to review this pro- 
gram called fluoridation which is bound 
to come up for further discussion in At- 
lanta in 1958. 

Fluoridation of public water supplies 
means bringing the fluorine content of 
the water up to one part in one million 
parts of water. The purpose is to prevent 
tooth decay in children. The one part 
in one million is the proportion scien- 
tifically established as optimum, or most 
highly desirable. 

Fluoridation is 
radical. 

In some communities there is no need 
to add the chemical because the water 
there already contains it. Nature put it 
there. Those communities have been in- 
gesting fluoride for generations, without 
harm, but with a noticeable benefit to the 
teeth. 

Communities not 
fluoridate. 

Grand Rapids, Mich.,“has been fluori- 
dating its water supply since 1945. The 
results have been established as highly 
beneficial. 

The plan has spread so that Nov 8, 
1957, in 1,544 communities, 32,657,726

Changes Are in Order 


In Motor Scooter Law 


The 1957 Legislature lowered the legal 
age for operating a motor scooter from 16 
to 14 years of age. 

There were many who considered the 
reduction a mistake. The list has grown 
as scooter accidents have become more 
frequent. 


Included on that list are traffic offi- 
cials, at least one PTA and the three leg- 
islators in Bibb County. 

They want the legal age for scooter 
Operation restored to 16. A scooter, by 
way of information, is defined by the law 
as a vehicle with up to five brake horse- 
power. 

We believe that action should be 
taken. Although the scooter, or small mo- 
tor bike, is of less weight and horsepower 
than an automobile, good driving calls for 
even greater skill. 

In a collision with a larger vehicle, the 
odds are great against the scooter and its 
rider. 

It is true the law licenses only the child 
whose parents give consent. 

Law or no law, the parent must weigh 
the young one’s coaxing appeal, his argu- 
ment about “a way to get to school” 
against the chances he is taking with his 
life. 

Raising the legal age back to 16 would 
give the parent a legal recourse to which 
there is no answer, not if dad himself is 
law-abiding.

About 35,000 of them work for 
the armed services which took 
the lead in asking authority for 
the pay boosts to keep specialists 
from leaving for jobs in private 
industry.” 

You will notice they have no 
worry about them leaving to help 
schools teach future scientists. 
Furthermore, I think English and 
many other subjects are just as 
important as science. 

By comparison note the follow- 
ing: A trained college graduate 
is now paid $2,900 as a begin- 
ning school teacher. This same 
teacher may continue teaching, 
earn a master’s degree and earn 
up to $3,800 after nine years. 

Do you wonder that we have a 
teacher shortage? After every- 
thing else come schools.

It’s the Duty of Congress 
To Solve Disability Problem 


Not only the United States but the whole Free World can be 
deeply thankful for the astonishing recovery President Eisenhower 
is making from his latest illness. It is a measure of the President's 
stature that people everywhere have been as much concerned for 
his personal welfare as for the domestic and international conse- 


quences of his disability. 


But in the general feeling of 
relief, the country seems to be 
in danger once again of forgetting 
a lesson that by now should be 
plain to all: We need, and need 
most urgently, to establish ma- 
chinery for the exercise of execu- 
tive powers during the disability 
of a president. ‘ 


It may be true that we have 
got along for 168 years without 
any specific provisions for deal- 
ing with the problem. But three 
times in the past 26 months Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has suffered an 
attack that could have been crip- 
pling. Each time there was no 
means at hand by which his pow- 
ers could be transferred to any- 
one else. It has been nothing but 
good luck — or, if you like, the 
special mercy of Providence — 
that has kept the nation from dis- 
aster on these occasions. 


It is obvious the vice president 
is the appropriate official to ex- 
ercise the powers of the presi- 
dency when the president him- 
self is disabled. But it is equally 
obvious that the vice president 
should not be the one to pass 
judgment on the president’s ca- 
pacity — which is how many 
a now read the Constitu- 

on. 


To protect against a usurper, 


as well as to secure the full sup- 
port of the country for the man 
who takes up the president’s bur- 
dens, that determination should 
be made by some sort of com- 
mittee. Perhaps the best answer 
would be to assign the duty to a 
group consisting of two or three 
senior members of Congress and 
an equal number of Cabinet offi- 
cers, who would act on the ad- 
vice of a panel of recognized 
medical authorities. 

In any event, the machinery 
can be established only by legis- 
lation. And it should be estab- 
lished before the need for it 
arises. Legislation to achieve this 
purpose should be at. the top of 
the must list when Congress con- 
venes next month. 

And while it is on the subject, 
Congress should also take a look 
at a related matter — the ques- 
tion of whether or not anything 
can be done to lighten the load 
a president must carry. 

With the world growing. more 
complicated while we watch it, 
the load on the president is bound 
to increase unless we explore ev- 
ery method of holding it down. 
And if it is allowed to increase, 
it surely will exceed the bounds 
of all human capability — no mat- 


ter who the president is or how - 


lusty his health,

If there is any lesson which 
modern wise men ought to dis- 
cern by scanning the heavens in

our day, it is this: Insofar as we 
are and may yet come to an un- 
derstanding of the world beyond 
us we ought also to strive for an 
understanding of the world within .

It now invites NATO to com- 
mit hari-kari at a time when the

He was reported 
to have found the President in 
sympathetic understanding and 
ready to give public assurance 
that the United States wants 
French influence and guidance to 
continue in North Africa. 

Both Dulles and Eisenhower ap- 
parently made it clear to French 
leaders they were not prepared to 
step aside completely in North Af- 
rica and let the French take a 
“protecting power” attitude to- 
ward the whole area. That is es- 
pecially true about Tunisia and 
Morocco, former French protecto- 
rates. But Gaillard seems to have 
carried away from Eisenhower an 
impression that the United Statés 
would ship no more arms to Tu- 
nisia without consulting France, 
and perhaps would ship no more 
at all.

older hypotensive agents. 


Chlorothiazide is another ex- 
ample of a drug that was formu- 
lated to cure one disease but 
was found more useful in an- 
other. It was introduced original- 
ly as a diuretic to stimulate the 
flow of urine in the treatment 
of dropsy. 

While doing this job, it allows 
more salt to escape from the 
kidneys and in this way helps 
the body eliminate sodium from 
the system. 

Here is where the rationale 
of these pills in treating hyperten- 
sion enters the picture. For years 
we have known that a relation- 
ship exists between salt, the kid- 
neys, and blood pressure. It is 
difficult to lower hypertension 
when the body harbors too mucn 
salt in the tissues: eliminate the 
salt and it is easier to lower 
blood pressure. 

It takes the combination, how- 
ever, because neither one by 
itself is likely to do the trick. 

Dr. William Hollander and Dr. 
Robert W. Wilkins of Boston ran 
typical experiments along this 
line. They took a group of patients 
whose hypertension had not been 
responding satisfactorily to stand- 
ard forms of treatment. 


When chlorothiazide was ad- | 
ministered alone, blood pressure | 
was lowered in nine out of 17) 


hypertensive patients. 

On the other hand, when 
chlorothiazide was added to other 
hypertensive drugs, such as rau- 
wolfia or hydralazine, an appreci- 
able reduction in blood pressure | 
occurred in three out of every 
four subjects. Patients who had 


been operated on previously for | 


high blood pressure also stood 
to benefit from this regimen: 
when 11 of these patients were 
given chlorothiazide, all showed 
a marked response. 

The new remedy looks prom- 
ising, and to date no adverse ef- 
fects have been noted. It is well 
tolerated by the majority of users, 
but a few complain of weakness, 
easy fatigue, muscle cramping, 
and lightheadedness.

Generally, 
however, over-all retail deliveries 


have been disappointing. 
Buyer reaction to the new mod- 


els is much like that of a year 


ago. Whether the aftermath — 
heavy inventories and forced sell- 
ing at cut prices—will be similar 
to that of the 1957 model year 


is yet to be determined. Right | 


now the prospect that any car 
retailer will be able to get full 
list prices is not very good. 


ANYBODY’S GUESS 


Just why demand for new cars 
declined in the early weeks of 
the new model year is anybody's 
guess. The industry invested 
heavily in development of the 1958 
models. The cars have eye-appeal 
and engineering quality that 
should make them especially at- 
tractive. 

But the drive to liquidate out- 
going models absorbed a lot 4 
buying strength: Mamie 
tags on most 1958 models un- 
doubtedly discouraged some 
would-be buyers. The curbstone 
economists say the new car mar- 
ket again was oversold in 1957. 

Whether this be true or not, 
1957 assemblies appear certain to 
come to 6,200,000 units and retail 
deliveries to top six million. This 
would be slightly better than the 
1956 showing. 

NEEDS STRONG MART 


The industry built 7,900,000 cars 
in 1955; this year’s indicated vol- 
ume will round out a three-year 
total of approximately 20 million 
cars. It takes a strong market 
to absorb that many units in 36 
months.

There are widely varying views 


as to the over-all volume of the | 


1958 car market. The estimates | 
at this time range from around | 
2,600,000 to 6% million retail de- 
liveries: Those advancing the 
higher figure say replacement 
alone will take about four million 
units. 

Nobody concerned with the in- 
dustry’s operations looks for a 
major drop in passenger car as- 
semblies or retail deliveries. 
Some forecasters last spring said 
this year’s sales would total 
around 5,600,000. Retail deliveries 
already have exceeded that total. 

Whenever a lag has developed 
in the car market it usually is 
said new car buyers have become 
price-conscious. But they have 
been price conscious since the 
mountainous output of 1955 
brought bargain sales with indus- 
trywide price. slashing.

US. Teens Lucky, 


fran Teacher Says 


By AGNES GAINES 
Teen-agers in America just don’t realize how 
lucky they are, says Miss Parvin Amin, director of the 
sorya Girls Club at Tehran, Iran, on a recent visit to 


youth centers in Atlanta. 

In view of the many oppor- 
tunities and facilities available 
to young people here, she said, 
the high rate of juvenile delin- 
quency is astonishing—and in- 
excusable. 

Miss Amin is touring US. 
cities to study youth activities 
as a part of the special youth 
project of the National Social 
Welfare Assembly, and is spon- 
sored through the exchange pro- 
gram of the U.S. State Depart- 
ment. 

HOME ECONOMICS 

In addition to her club work, 
she teaches home economics at 
the Technical Jewish School at 
Tehran. 

The people of the two coun- 
tries are basically the same, 
the teacher commented. 

“In America, there are more 
women who work. It’s hard to 
say whether this is good or 
bad — it’s both. When women 
work, they gain something—a 
sense of confidence and self- 
reliance — but they also lose 
something. They are forced to 
give up most of their home life 
and don’t have as much time to 
spend with their children.” 

This gives the children more 
freedom, which they haven't 
yet learned how to use to their 
advantage, ‘“‘and they some- 
times choose the wrong way,” 
she continued. The youthful 
teacher added that this is one 
of the main causes of juvenile 
delinquency. 

Miss Amin found that the 
American teen-agers are very 
much like those in Iran and 
their likes and dislikes are 
typical of young people every- 
where. 

The rock ’n’ roll craze is as 
popular in Iran as it is in 
the U.S., despite a government 
ban forbidding it to be played 
in public places. It is allowed 
only in private homes, but this 
has not deterred the youngsters 
and the demand for the jumpy, 
jivy music continues to in- 
crease.

Miss Amin is also camp direc- 
tor for the Soraya Camp at 
Ramsar, on the Caspian Sea. 

And when this vivacious 
young teacher takes a group of 
girls on a camping trip, 
there’s never any quibbling 
over who'll wash all those 
messy pots and pans. Miss 
Amin has eliminated the dirty 
work of outdoor cooking by de- 
vising recipes that do not re- 
quire any utensils. Author of 
several books on cooking, she 
has incorporated this technique 
into her latest book, ‘Cooking 
Without Utensils.” 

Since the recipes evolved 
from her camping experiences, 
they are mainly for outdoor 
cooking, Miss Amin explained, 
but since most kitchens in Iran 


for making such delicacies as 
chicken and clay, fish and clay, 
eggs in an onion, and mea

To make chicken in clay, she 


and baked until hard. 
the clay is peeled off, the feath- 
ers come with it, leaving only 
the juicy meat. 

Fish is cooked in the same 
way, but is wrapped in waxed 
paper and wet newspapers be- 
fore being covered with clay. 


EGGS IN AN ONION 


For eggs in an onion, the 
hollowed-out onions are stuffed 
with scrambled eggs and 
cooked in the coals. The onion 
flavors the eggs and serves as 
the container. 

For meat racquets, the camp- 
ers take a forked stick with a 
long handle and bring the two 
ends of the fork together in a 
circle. Strips of meat are 
placed across the racquet in a

lattice pattern. This is topped 


with a larger slice of meat to 
hold the strips in place. 


Small sticks are placed across 
the racquet on both sides, with 
the ends tucked under the sides 
of the racquet. This will keep 
the meat in place as it is held 
over the fire to roast, turning 
occasionally to cook both sides 
thoroughly. “Like you roast 
hot dogs and marshmalows,” 
smiled Miss Amin.

He Says He’s 
‘Riot Cheer’ 


The matter of stomp fools is settled as far as I’m concerned. (I 
hope to heaven we're all agreed that stomp fools do exist and 
there’s no better term for them than that!) But once you start 
kicking around semantics in the South, you’re in for a siege. 

It’s my impression, of course, that people as far north as 
Atlanta have a crisp, precise way of speaking. You hardly ever 
hear anybody up here dragging out the ‘‘i’’ in white, nice, night, 
right and words like that. Reared by a mother from south Georgia, 
I grew up expecting a nice lingering, back-of-the-mouth dalliance 


with “‘i’’ 
to bite them off fast. 


in such words and it takes a bit of concentration for me 


But you learn and you change and one day you travel south 
several counties and you find the language falls on your ear with 
a curious freshness. For instance, until I went to Edison, Ga., last 
week I had completely forgotten that the man’s name, Dan, is a 
two-syllable word—‘‘Dy-an.” It sounded good to hear it spoken 
that way again, and I came home blessing a big state where you 
can still get variety in the language. (A few counties away toward 
the coast they call all gentlemen named George “Gaw-edge.’’) 


But even with our variety and our stubbornness about hanging 
on to our differences, I’m afraid Charleston has us beat. We prob- 
ably haven’t enough differences in all 159 counties to warrant 
putting out a glossary of words and phrases. And I have just 
received one which the Charleston News and Courier publishes for 
the benefit of the Good Cheer Fund, which buys Christmas presents 
for Charleston’s needy. Ashley Cooper, columnist for the paper, 
assembled a dictionary of Charlestonese words for “sloppy talkers 
from elsewhere” who sometimes complain that they cannot under- 
stand “the pure and clear accents of Charlestonians.”’ 

The little book is now in its twelfth printing, which would sug- 
gest that a great many sloppy talking visitors have availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of boning up on the local language. Miss 
Clyde Willis, who passes this way occasionally in her travels to 
and fro in the interest of Beta Sigma Phi sorority, sent me the little 
dictionary with the comment that some of the words were exagger- 
ated, some just right and all of Charleston’s accent “‘soft and 


sweet.” 


Little of Charlestonese will surprise most Georgians. For n- 
stance, ‘‘abode” is defined as a wooden plank, What else? “Air” 
is “what you hear with, i.e., ‘Friends, Romans, countrymen, lend 


me your airs’.’’ 


But a few words are, I suppose, peculiarly Charlestonese. 
For instance, “beckon.” To me that meant simply, “Come here.” 
In Charleston it is defined thus: “Meat from a pig, often eaten 
with a-igs for brake-fuss.” In Georgia babies arrive by being 
“bawn,” but in Charleston it seems they are “bone.” (The com- 
plete definition: “Blessed event, i.e., ‘I was bone a Charlestonian.’ 
A VERY blessed event, in the minds of all Charlestonians.’’) 


“Mine eyes” is salad dressing. “Packing” is maneuvering 
automobile to the curb. “Pain” is a writing instrument mightier 


than the sword. “Snow” is “to breathe loudly and heavily while 


sleeping.” 


The contractions are easy, and I suspect Mr. Cooper of being 
a little playful when he set them down. For instance, “pre-shade” 
is a simple word of gratitude, “I pre-shade the compliment.” But 
doesn’t “rah chair,” meaning “‘where you are at,” sound a little

This is the upper of the two 
primary radio-reflecting regions, 
the other being the E region, 
which lies between 49 and 90 
miles above the earth. 


SPLITS IN TWO 


In daytime, and particularly 
in summer, the region splits into 
two parts, the F-1 and F-2 lay- 
ers. They reflect radio signals of 
different frequencies back to 
earth, making long-distance com- 
munication possible. 


When the first satellite was 
launched on Oct. 4, two institu- 
tions in Boulder, Col., were par- 


ticularly well prepared to study 


its signals. One was the labora- | , 


tory maintained there by the’! 
National Bureau of Standards. 

On near-by Table Mesa it was 
operating a pair of huge di- 
rectional antennas that had been 
used to study mysterious radio 
signals from the sun’s largest 
satellite—the planet Jupiter. They |

ite, 

The high altitude observatory of 
the University of Colorado also 
had a pair of directional antennas 
trained on sources of radio noises 
in outer space. Their task was to 
aid in a study of changes in radio 
properties of the atmosphere in- 
duced by events on the sun. 

The two frequencies of the 
satellite signals — approximately 
twenty and forty megacycles— 
were ideally adapted to a study 
of average electron density in the 
region. Because the refraction, or 
bending, of radio waves varies 
according to the satellite, at each 
instant, seemed to be in a fre-

‘BEEPING’ EFFECT | 


The “‘beeping” effect appears 
to have been imparted by the F 
layers.

It 
was not observed in the evening 
passes from southwest to north- 
east when the satellite was near 
perigee—the low point of its 
orbit, less than 150 miles over- 
head.

The Constituent Assembly later 
named Perez Jimenez to a five- 
vear term and eventually drew up 
the election law calling for this 
plebiscite. 

Opposition leaders were put out 
of the way. Jovito Villalba, head 
of the leftist URD, went into ex- 
ile, and Rafael Caldera, head of 
the conservative Copei party, was 
jailed and is still there.

—An elderly grocer suffered his 
third brutal beating in five years 
today and a customer in his store 
was slain by a mysterious assail- 
ant. 

Vic Spinetto, 75, the grocer, was 
stabbed at least seven times about 
the head, neck and chest and the 
right side of his head was crushed. 
Hospital attendants said he was 
not expected to live. 

The dead customer, Virgil Us- 
sery, 67, manager of a liquor store 
next door to the grocery, was 
stabbed 21 times and the side of 
his head was crushed. 

The assailant’s weapons could 
not be found in the blood-splat- 
tered store after a customer dis- 
covered the crime, police said. 

Det. Sgt. Floyd Robards said 
Spinetto had $173 on his person 
when found and apparently noth- 
ing had been taken from the store. 

Spinetto first was beaten five 
years ago by a bandit during a 
holdup in the store. 

Three weeks ago he was at- 
tacked again, apparently with an 
iron pipe, by a man who entered 
the grocery and asked for some 
cigarets. Spinetto later said he 
could not identify the attacker. 

The grocer was released from 
the hospital only last week after 
recovering from that beating. 

Police declined to say whether
